A 35-year-old Grayling man was charged with felonious 
assault with a motor vehicle after allegedly ramming a car 
with his delivery truck several times.

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Lovells Reeall 
Election Slated 
For This Fall | 


A recall election for the five members of 
the Lovells Township Board will be held 
before November 4. The county special elec- 
tions scheduling committe still must set the 
election date but state laws says it can be no 
later than November 4. 

The petitions for the recall were filed with 
the county clerk July 30 by Thomas G. 
Miller. The clerk by law has 35 days to 
determine if the petitions have enough legal 
signatures. If the petitions are ruled legal, 
then an election must be held within 60 days. 

Thomas Miller, Robert DeVos, James 
Kinsman, Frederick Schaibly, and William 
Pulgini circulated the petitions to hold an 
election to recall the township board mem- 
pers. There were 106 signatures to hold a 
recall election for supervisor Lyle Jewell, 
104 signatures for clerk Helen Spencer, 103 
for treasurer Dolores Haberland, and 101 
each for trustees Betty Burden and Esther 
Joyce Mullin. 

The petitions read: With respect to pro- 
posed improvements and additions to the 
Lovells Township Hall and to the Lovells 
Township Fire Building, the above stated 
elected Township official during the term of 
office, incident to official duties required, 
failed to faithfully represent the people of 
Lovells Township, and was otherwise guilty 
of misconduct as follows — 

1) At an annual Township Meeting held 
March 30, 1985, failed to disclose the actual 
cost of such construction. 

2) Failed to submit the project for, or 
otherwise secure competitive bids. 

3) Approved the contract for such con- 
struction in the amount in excess of that 
contained in the budget approved at the 
stated annual meeting. 

4) No public notice was given of the pro- 
posed addition to the Township Fire Build- 
ing of public outside restrooms. 

5) Permitted start of construction prior to 
issuance of required building permit. 

6) Approved signing of construction con- 
tract without posting for public inspection 
and notice in the Township, of the archi- 
tect’s drawings and specifications. 

Lovells Township Supervisor Lyle Jewell 
says the charges are false. Jewell said at the 
time of the annual meeting, the township 
board didn’t know the actual cost of the con- 
struction because they had not received a 
bid yet. What the townshin did was set aside 
$12,000 from the general fund, $3,000 from 
the fire fund, and the balance for the con- 


struction was to be taken from the Revenue 
Sharing, he said. 

Treasurer Dolores Haberland said the ac- 
tual bid for the work didn’t come in until a 
couple of weeks after the annual meeting. 

On the second charge, Clerk Helen Spen- 
cer said for years the township would seek 
bids from local people and sometimes no 
one would bid. She said there were no licen- 
sed builders in Lovells Twp. who could han- 
die the project so the supervisor talked to 
five different builders in the area. Only one 
finally submitted a bid. Haberland said the 
board didn’t have to seek bids and their at- 
torney has told them they did nothing 
legally wrong. 

On the third charge, Jewell said the town- 
ship approved $12,000 from the general fund, 
$3,000 from the fire fund, with the balance 
coming from revenue sharing. Haberland 
said there was about $18,000 in revenue 
sharing that had been building up. Spencer 
said the revenue sharing has to be used for 
something and isn’t supposed to be held 
more than five years. 

On the fourth charge, Jewell said a public 
hearing was held at the annual hearing. 
Haberland said by law the township was 
required to have the restrooms to go along 
with the park and ballfields. She said the 
restrooms have been in the works for one or 
two years and most of the persons cir- 
culating recall petitions knew about them. 

On the fifth charge, Jewell said the town- 


~ ship issues permits and was just a matter of 


waiting for the store to open where the build- 
ing inspector hands out the permits. Spen- 
cer said the next morning after the builders 
arrived with equipment, the permit was 
posted. Haberland said the permit was ap- 
plied for before construction started but just 
was not able to be posted right away. 

On the sixth charge, Jewell said the draw- 
ings were presented to the public and were 
available to be viewed by anyone who want- 
ed to see them. 

Township trustee Betty Burden said the 
charges are totally unjustified and unfair. 

‘*A lot is being made out of nothing and it 
hurts me terribly,’’ Burden said. ‘‘No board 
that is ever going to be elected will please 
everyone all of the time. A board is elected 
to make these decisions. Just because a few 
are unhappy doesn’t mean you should tear a 
Whole CoimWiLy apart.” 

‘These charges don’t warrant a recall. No

Grayling Woman Dies 


From Two-Gar Collision 


Cynthia Jane Maher, 42, of Grayling, died 
Saturday following a two-car collision on M- 
72 East six-tenths of a mile west of Chase 
Bridge Road. 

Five children in the car driven by Maher 
were seriously injured, Scarlet Maher, 14, 
Tiffany Maher 8, Jon Maher 14, Kimberly 
Burk, 12, and Melissa Fisher 14. 

The second car was a Crawford County 
Sheriff Department patrol vehicle driven by 
Lt. James Parker. A reserve officer, Mike 
Shearer, was a passenger in the patrol car. 

All eight persons were transported to 
Grayling Mercy Hospital. Maher was pro- 
nounced dead at the hospital. Two of the 
children were transferred to Munson Medi- 
cal Center. The other three children and 
Parker were admitted to Mercy Hospital. 
Shearer was treated and released.

LINCOLN AND 
DIVINE JUSTICE 

We have already observed 
that President Lincoln 
recognized the absolute 
sovereignty of almighty God 
over the affairs of the United 
States of America. He 
assured us that continued 
national blessing required 
acknowledgment of Ged at 
the head of our nation. 
sa and to _ Fecognize the 
the holy Cops and 
proven by all history, that 
those nations only are bless- 
ed whose God is the Lord.” 

Lincoln reminded us that 
loss of blessing comes from 
rejection or violation of 
God’s divine laws over our 
nation. “And insomuch as 
we know that by his divine 
law nations, like individuals, 
are subjected to punish- 
ments and chastisements in 
this world...” Lincoln 
believed the Civil War was 
God’s judgment upon 
America for the sin of 
human slavery. ‘‘...may we 
not justly fear that the awful 
calamity of civil war which 
now desolates the land may 
be but a punishment inflicted 
upon us for our presump- 
tuous sins...” In his second 
inaugural address, Lincoln 
made this truth even 
clearer, ‘‘If we shall suppose 
that American slavery is one 
of those offenses which, in 
the providence of God, must 
needs come, but which, 
having continued through his 
appointed time, he now wilis 
to remove, and that he gives 
to both North and South this 
terrible war, as the woe due 
to those by whom the offense 
came...” 

Lincoln’s belief in a 
sovereign God who rules in 
the affairs of men according 
to His divine laws, was the 
scriptural basis for Lincoln’s 
declaration that right makes 
might. ‘Let us have faith 


that right makes might, and 
in that faith let us to the end 
dare to do our duty as we un- 
derstand it.” It was this firm 
faith which caused Lincoln 
to conclude a letter to 
General Ulyssess S. Grant

Lincoln believed the prob- 
lems in America could be 
corrected by God 
Christianity if citizens 
remained patriotic and used 
common sense in defense of 
right. ‘Intelligence, 
patriotism, Christianity, and 
a firm reliance on Him who 
has never yet forsaken this 
favored land, are still com- 
petent to adjust in the best 
way all our present diffi- 
culty.”” In defense of his 
second inaugural address, 
Lincoln said, 
flattered by being shown 
that there has been a dif- 
ference of purpose between 
the Almighty and them.

Recently a camper came 
into the office to ask about a 
snake which he wasn’t 
familiar with since he was 
from out of state. It is a 
question we hear several 
times a year. ‘‘What do you 
call that little bright green 
snake?” “It’s only about a 
foot long, I’ve never seen 
such a snake before.”’ The 
people look a little perplexed 
when you say that we call it a 
“green grass snake.” One 
source I have states that it is 
a gentle little reptile that is 
plain bright green above and 
plain or washed with yellow 
below. This snake seldome 
exceeds twenty inches in 
length. Another source 
claims this is the only Mich- 
igan snake which feeds 
almost entirely on insects, It 
can be found throughout both 
peninsulas, but is most 
common in the northern 
areas of the state. The young 
hatch from eggs which are 
capsule shaped (one inch by 
two-fifths of an inch). When 


Ryans . : 
hatched they are clive color- 


ed and four to five inches 
long. These snakes are not 
climbers, but I have found 
them up in blackberry 
bushes where they are hunt- 
ing spiders and other in- 
sects. Crickets, grass- 
hoppers, and spiders con- 
stitute the bulk of the food, so 
they are beneficial to us.

MICHIGAN VOTERS will be asked to 

decide at the polls in 1986 whether they 
want their state lawmakers to go home 
each year after spending four months 
making laws. 
The question of the part-time legislature is 
front and center again on the Michigan 
political stage, with a new campaign to 
collect signatures on petitions to place the 
issue on the next statewide ballot. 

But collecting 304,000 signatures is a big 
job. Advocates of a part-time legislature 
threw in the sponge a year or so ago after 
their campaign netted only about 100,000 
signatures after many months of work. 

Now there seems to be new vigor in the 
campaign, as well as a recognition that 
both organization and money are 
necessary to make the petition drive suc- 
ceed. 

AT FIRST GLANCE, it appears that 
backers of the drive are in better shape 
now than before. They received quite a bit 
of publicity when they kicked off the cam- 
paign, plus almost immediate editorial 
support from The Detroit News and The 
Lansing State Journal, two of Michigan’s 
most politically influential newspapers. 

In addition, Richard Chrysler, Brighton 
businessman, has taken on the assignment 
as finance chairman for the drive. 
Chrysler has been a successful Republican 
fund-raiser in the past, and there is no 
reason to think he won’t succeed again. 

Chrysler says he has commitments 
already for $100,000 for the part-time 
lawmaking drive, and expects to collect 
$175,000 to $200,000. The last petition drive 
raised only $12,000. 

Even if Chrysler’s efforts succeed half 
way, it should be plenty of cash to make 
the petition drive successful—at least to 
put the question before the voters. The 
general election campaign, however, will 
require more financial muscle to get the 
full story out to voters. 

MICHIGAN IS ONE one only a half- 
dozen states with a full-time legislature; 44 
_other states have some version of a part- 
time schedule, Michigan aiso is second 
highest paying in the nation in lawmaker 
salaries and expenses, trailing only 
Alaska. Lawmakers in Michigan now are 
paid about $35,000 a year, plus $6,700 
yearly expense allowance. 

The new petition drive is headed by a 
half-dozen present full-time legislators, 
including Sen. Ed Fredricks of Holland, 


. The Great Lakes states are rebounding 
faster than many others and many are now 
providing tax cuts, according to a fiscal 
survey of the states issued recently by the 
National Association of Budget Officers 
(NASBO), 

The states ended fiscal year 1985 with a 
year-end balance of about $5.4 billion, 
down from a balance of $5.6 billion for 
fiscal 1984, but the amount is still up sub- 
stantially from the record low of $1.6 
billion in 1983, the report stated. 

Budgets approved for fiscal 1985-86 show 
further reduction of expected surpluses, to 
$4.2 billion, according to the report. 

“The 1985 surplus represents about 2.9 
percent of spending and 1986 budgets will 
dcop that figure to 2.1 percent, while bond 
‘analysts recommend a > percent cushion. 

While the 1984-85 figures are considered 
by NASBO as signs of a recovery, they are 
less thad half of the general fund reserves 
states held prior to the recent recession.

The report noted about half of $9.4 billion 
aggregate surplus is held in just four 
states—California, New Jersey, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. 

Regions most affected by the 
recession—Great Lakes, New England 
and Mideast—have seen a turn around in 
their economies because of increased em- 
ployment and previously enacted tax in- 
creases, according to survey. 


Most of these states are now lowering 


taxes, the survey reported. 

States that have shown a slowdown in 
their economy include those that rely 
heavily on farming, mineral, forestry and 
energy industries, the Southwest, North- 
west, and Rocky Mountain regions. 

_ Many states which are experiencing an 
upturn in their fiscal balance are also 
tightening their belts, as states are being 
cautious in planning for their 1986 budgets 
because of likely cuts in federal aid, possi- 
ble elimination of individual taxpayers’ 
deductions for state and local taxes on 
federal returns, and fear of another 
recession, the report said.

The proposal would have several facets. 
It would: 

—LIMIT LEGISLATIVE sessions to 
begin in January and end in May each 
year.

—REDUCE ANNUAL _iegislative 
salaries to $15,000 and cut expenses to $50 
per session day attended. This would save

IT MAKES SENSE to permit the peaple 
of Michigan to decide how much 
legislative service they want tc buy. The 
full-time legislature has crept to its 
present state in stages; in 1963, for exam- 
ple, the legislature was part-time, salaries 
were $7,000 and expenses were limited to

Twenty years or so ago, the total cost of 
operating the legislature was about $11 
million; last year it was $57.5 million. 

Even with the full-time label, many ob- 
servers question full-time service. In 1984, 
for example, the Senate met for 90 session 
days and the House for 102—an average of 
two days a week for 10 months. So far this 
year, according to Sen.

percent in 1985 (5.7 percent after adjusting 
for inflation), that will slow to an increase 
of 6.7 percent in 1986 (1.5 percent when ad- 
justed for inflation), the report said. 

That is the lowest rate of growth since 
the recession. 

Balances in separate budget stabiliza- 
tion or “rainy Day” accounts held by 27 
states doubled during fiscal 1985, to a total 
of $1.9 billion. 

The report said that will top out at $2.1 
billion in 1986, or about 1 percent of expen- 
ditures. 

Only three states will show a deficit for 
fiscal 1985, two of them - Alaska and 
Nebraska — are covered by state budget 
stabilization funds and Vermont is the only 
state without a balanced budget require- 
ment. 

Three other states — Hawaii, Louisiana 
and Washington — were forced to cut back 
on fiscal 1985 budgets after the fiscal year 
began. 


Meanwhile, the Michigan Department of 
Management and Budget (DMB) reported 
its increased revenue projections for the 
current and 1985-86 fiscal years reflects 
“further evidence that Michigan’s come- 
back is strong.”’ 

Department Director Robert Naftaly 
said economic indicators point to con- 
tinued steady improvement in the overall 
economy. 

DMB’S monthly report to the 
Legislature inereased general fund 
revenue by about $40 million in each fiseal 
year, primarily because of higher sales 


- and income tax collections and lower than 


expected income tax refunds. 

The higher estimates enabled an in- 
crease above the Governor’s earlier 
proposals of about $100 million for 
education and prison programs in the 1986 
budget. 

The report showed a $20 million increase 
in the 1985 surplus to $52.8 million, even 
though the Department of Social Services 
is expected to return to the state $10 
million less in unspent appropriations than 
had been anticipated.

It 
is important to recognize 
that Social Security, because 
it is financed through a 
separately taxed trust fund, 
doesn’t contribute to the 
deficit. I believe that it is my 
job to make sure that Social 
Security stays strong and 
continues to provide benefits 
for those that need them. 

Unfortunately, many 
seniors have been worried in 
this commemorative year 
about the future of the pro- 
gram.

The Natural Resources 
Commission recently passed 
regulations for the 1985 bear 
hunting season. There are 
some differences this year, 
especially in regard to bait- 
ing. The major portions of 


the regulations are: 
— a bear license is 
required; a holder of a 


senior citizen hunting license 
may obtain a free bear tag at 
any DNR district or regional 
office; 

— in the open counties in 
Zone 2 the seasons are a) 
September 10-16, firearms or 
bow and arrow, use of dogs 
allowed under permit and b) 
October 1-7, bow and arrow 
only, no dogs permitted; 

— upon killing a bear, the 
license holder shall imme- 
diately tag the bear; the 
bear must also be presented 
for registration at a DNR of- 
fice within 72 hours of being 
killed. 

Baiting rules for this 
season are: 

— unlawful to establish 
bait station before August 27 
statewide or after October 31 
in Zone 1 and after October 7 
in Zone 2; 

— natural items only at 
bait stations - no metal, plas- 
tic, wood, glass, fabric, cloth 
or paper at a bait station; 

— bait must be on the 
ground. 

Counties in Zone 2 are open 
to bear hunting: Alcona, 
Alpena, Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, Em- 
met, losco, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle and Roscom- 
mon.

Mourning Dove Season 
scheduled for September 


Lansing — A limited 22- 
day trial season for the hunt- 
ing of mourning doves in 
southern Michigan has been 
given the go-ahead by the 
Natural Resources Commis- 
sion (NRC). This action was 
taken at their July meeting. 
Michigan now joins 35 other 
states who currently ad- 
minister mourning dove 
hunting seasons. 

‘This will be an experi- 
mental, strictly monitored 
hunt,’’ says Commission 
Chairperson Thomas J. An- 
derson. ‘The future of 
mounrning dove hunting in 
Michigan will rest on careful 
examination of all the 
hunting data gathered this 
Fall.” Added Anderson, 
“Review of the latest biologi- 
cal data, evaluation of the 
season, a hunter survey and 
public input will be used in 
determining our decision for 


future mourning dove 
seasons.”’ 
The season has been 


scheduled for September 15- 
October 6, 1985, with a daily 
bag limit of six birds. Hunt- 
ing hours will begin one-half 
hour before sunrise and con- 
tinue until sunset. 

Areas open to hunting 
shall include the area of the 
State south of US-10 from 
Ludington to the Saginaw 
River in Bay city and the 
Saginaw River to its mouth 
at Saginaw Bay. This in- 
cludes the primary 
agricultural lands which 
constitute the major mourn- 
ing dove range in Michigan.

‘Two Data Processing pro- 
grams will again be offered 
at Kirtland Community Col- 
lege this fall: a one-year cer- 
tificate program, and a two 
year associate degree pro- 
gram.

Proposals. 
—Reimbursed Mr. Joyce $60.00 for the U.S. Flag purchased 
for the County Building.
